•'THE BUSINESS INTERESTS." 


The No w York Herald may be re- 


garded as a republican paper, but it 
is not in full sympathy with the 
'•grand and good old party," as will 
be from the following: 


We read a great deal in the re 


publican organs nowadays about the 
influence of what they call the "bus- 
iness interests" of the country, and 
about the great importance of those 
interests of keeping the republicans 
in power on the ground that they are 
the especial protectors of those bus- 
iness interests. 


The "business interests" of the 


country included every legitimate in- 
dustry within its borders; every in- 
terest except those of the gamblers, 
great and small. Both parties are 
bound to consider the wishes and the 
welfare of the "business interests" 
in this sense. It does not particu- 
larly matter that when tue republi- 
cans appeal to the business interests 
they use the phrase in a narrower 
sense. Manufacturing and railroad 
corporations are iu their minds. We 
do not mean to object to this narrow 
view. 
The prosperity of manufac- 


turers and of tbe transportation com 
panies cannot exist unless tho other 
and larger interests ate also pros 
porous. 


Now this general prosperity de- 


ponds partly on favorable beasonq— 
which political parties, fortunately 
for ua all, cannot control—and for 
the lest mainly on internal and ex 
ternal peace and good will. 
When 


the republicans therefore, say their 
party ascendency is to be regarded 
us most favorable for tbe "business 
interests" of the country, if they 
mean anything they mean to prom- 
ise that thuse business interests shall 
not be disturbed by the creation of 
internal disaensioub or foreign com- 
plications. 


But, 
as to show how hollow and 


hypocritical is this republican pre 
touce 01 regard for the busmebs in 
rerestb of the country, congresw had 
scarcely got to work <\hon Senator 
Sherman, whose fuonds boast of him 
as the greatest favorite of_the busi- 
ness interests, introduced a measure 
— tho Virginia aud Mississippi inves- 
tigation --whose only possible effect 
can be to stir up renewed bad blood 
bot\\een difl'erent sections of 
tbe 


Union and to disturb that internal 
peace and good will which has grown 
up in tbe past bis years, and which 
is af tbe utmost importance to the 
prosperity of the country, to the in- 
crease of production and of trade and 
transportation. 


But this is not all. Among the 


leading candidates lor the republi 
can nomination is not only Mr. John 
Sherman, the author of this needless 
disturbance of the business interests 
of the country, but Geo. Logan, 
one of his principal aud most zealoiid 
abettors in it. Gen. Logan's candi- 
dacy is very well understood to be a 
Blame combination. Mr Blaine does 
not like to run tho disagreeable risks 
which would rebult to hiui from hie 
personal candidacy, but his friends 
have not scrupled to declare that he 
meuua to be the next secretary of 
state if the Republicans elect a presi- 
dent, and it in an open secret that he 
has selected Gen. Logan as bis can- 
didate. 


Now, 
we advise the business inter 


e?ts of tbe country to consider what

means and how its success would af 
feet them. What it means can be 
told in a few words.

Mr. Joy Gould and the whole tribe of 
smaller speculators rubbing their 
hands with delight as the prospect of 
four years to be tilled with internal 
disturbances fomented by President 
Logan, and external rumors, quar 
role and hostilities skilfully nursed 
by Secretary of State Blaine. Such 
an 
adtuiniataatiou 
would ''make 


things lively1' on Wall street, which 
is uow so dull. It would give extra- 
ordinary opportunities for acquiring 
millions to the favored few who 
might be in the secrets of the "next 
grand move." The noble army of 
contractors would like such au ad 
ministration quite as well as the oth- 
er noble army of speculators 
Presi- 


dent Logan would soon require a 
handsome addition to his army, and 
Secretarr 
of State Blaine would 


know how to create an immediate 
necessity for a very large navy. The 
taxes would go up in the name of the
